Bowl game here Saturday after¬ 
noon at 2 p.m. with the winner to 
take the National Junior College 
championship. 

Winners in nine pf ten games 
this season, the California team, 
rated the best little college team 
on the West Coast, has power to 
burn with 27 lettermen returning 
from the squad that dumped Kil¬ 
gore, 19-0, in the California Rose 
Bowl game last December. The 
team had a bad night at Pasa¬ 
dena, California, several weeks 
agp and came out on the short end 
of a 14-13 score. Most of the fans 
who saw the game, thoug h, 
thought Compton should have 
beaten Pasadena Junior College 
by three touchdowns or more.

Ex-Apache, Pinkerton, is In Mexico 


Dr. Justin Pinkerton, a former 
member of Tyler Junior College 
student body is now in charge of 
135 employees in the veterinary 
staff now in Mexico, engaged in 
eliminating the infection rampant 
there among qattle. Dr. Pinkerton 
was graduated from A.&M. Col¬ 
lege veterinary department after 
leaving Tyler Junior College. He 
has had two promotions during 
the short time he has been in 
Mexico. He states that a general 
in charge of 2,200 soldiers is with 
the veterinary staff for protection, 
in that it has been necessary to 


slaughter thousands of infected 
cattle. Dr. Pinkerton reports that, 
in one place we have had 2,000 
head of cattle to kill and another 
5,000, and it is that way every¬ 
where. He is stationed about 450 
miles west of Mexico in Guadala¬ 
jara, Jalisco, Mexico. He writes: 
“The city here is beautiful and the 
climate is wonderful. This is the 
largest city of Mexico and about 
4,500 feet in elevation.” 

Formerly he was stationed at 
Vera Cruz. He expects his wife 
and child to join him soon in 
Mexico. *
